The mount- 
ed police at Hardisty were notifi- 
ed, a posse organized scour 
the countryside, and Inspector 
Jennings, Sergeant McBayne and 
a number of constables despatch- 
ed from Edmonton to take charge 
of the search. 

The shooting took place in a 
restaurant close to the C.P.R. 
depot in Amisk. Chivas went to 
the restaurant in search for the 
three men who he recognized as 
those for whom he had warrants. 
He called in two young men, Lees 
and Lawless, who were playing 
baseball on a vacant lot outside, 
and instructed the men to throw 
up their hands. Two of them did| 
so. The third threw up his left 
hand, but with his right drew a 
revolver from his trousers pocket 
and fired a shot at Chivas, who, 
was standing about four feet 
away. The bullet entered his left | 
breast, going almost clean 
through the heart. The other 
two men drew guns and escaped | 
through the door, running eest-: 
ward along the railroad track, 
and firing an occasional shot back 
to stop any pursuit.

Cut the dandeloin roots off be- 
low the surface of the ground. 

Gasoline or kerosene, applied at 
the crown of the dandeloin, will 
kill individual plants. 

When only a few stray plants 
appear persistently, use — the 
spade or knife. 

On badly infested lawns, good 
results may be obtained by 
spraying, with sulphate. of iron. 

Use 14 pounds of iron sulphate, 
which can be purchased at any 
drug store, to 1 gallon of water, 
remembering that it will discofor 
clothing and cement walks. 

Apply the spray three days aft 
er the lawn is cut, on a bright 
day when the possibilities of rain

GAINED THROUGH SUF- 
FRAGE. 

The whole tone ot the election 
day in New Zealand, where equal | 
suffrage is enjoyed. is cnanged, 
and the whole moral tone of “the 
country is uplifted, said Mrs. De 
Castro, who was in the city on 
Tuesday. en route to the coast. 
Mrs. De Castro is an English 
woman, who has sent a good 
nortion of her life in New 7/€a- 
land. She is a charming conver- 
sationalist, highly educated and 
very refined. 

When asked if the New Zealand 
women had any political ambi- 
tions, she replied in the negative, 
and went on to: explain that the 
use of the ballot had not unsexed 
them in any sense. During the 25 
years the country has enjoyed 
sufirage the, law-makers have been 
careful to make laws suitable for 
women, otherwise they wonld not 
get their support. She said: “I 
am proud to be able to tet wnd 
to feel how it has benefited wom- 
en. They are more intelligent 
and the men recognize their pow- 
er and so the laws are made 
equal for men and women.”’ 

When asked if it made the wom- 
en more masculine, Mrs. De Casi- 
TO was very emphatic in every 
detail. They are in no way tmas- 
culine, but they are very Gomes- 
ticated women and greatly inter- 
ested in the home life of the 
country. They show no uiclina- 
tion to become members of  par- 
liament, but confine their eiforts 
to the betterment of conditions 
far their children. 

Conditions for working yirls in 
New Zealand could scarcely be 
improved. They cojoy the ad- 
vantage of the minimum wage 
and the legislation for women 
and child labor is of the best in 
the world. Female employees re- 
ceive adequate wages, they have 
good hours and the law pr tects 
them. We have no policem:n, be- 
cause we don’t need tiem.

THE HOME RULE BILL; 
IT MEANS? - 


WHAT 


The Home Rule Bill, if passed 
as it at present stands, aa 
the Imperial Parliament at Wes 
minster, will completely alter al 
the relations between England 
and Ireland. 

The Irish Parliament, which 
will be constructed of a house of 
commons and a senate, resemb- 
ling the English house of lords, 
will have complete power to make 
laws for the peace, order and! 
government of Ireland, out cnly 
in matters exclusively affecting 
Ireland. King George will not be 
required to give his assent to| 
Irish bills, as this office will = 
performed by the Irish lord liet 
tenant. 

Under the new bill the lord lieu- 
tenant will be appointed for six 
years, but ‘he will no longer be a 
member cof the British govern- 
ment, and he will hold office no 
matter what changes take place 
in England’s or Ireland’s govern- 
ment.
